Ralphs and Under-Sheriff Me- 
Nabb returned from that place to- 
night, having little hope of apprehend- 
jag the guilty one. Coroner Van Wie 
also returned, having held the inquest 
yesterday, the jury returning a verdict 
ef death from gunshot wounds inflicted 
by persons unknown. 


The investigations of the Coroner’ 


and Sherif! brought to light many pe- 
culiar featurés concerning the past of 
the deceased. He had been in this 
country since 1891. During his rest- 
dence here he went under several 
sliases. To a countryman he had ex- 
plained that he was a refugee from his 
mative land, and that for years he had 
been shadowed by strangers to him, 
whom he believed sought his life. 
Among his effects his passport was 
found, showing that he came from 
Dalmatia, There he was known as 
Eristor Vaso Davidovic. A year after 
bis arrival here he sent a draft for $100

OCCUPIES CORNER AT PICO AND 
FIGUEROA STREETS. 


Work has been progressing satisfac- 
torlly on the New Masonic Temple, 
southwest corner of Pico and Figueroa 
streets. The excavation has been com- 
pleted and port of the foundation 
and steel work now in place.

On the west end of the second floor 
are the Eastern Star headquarters, 
consisting of a banquet room, parlor, 
etc. On the second floor mezzanine are 
ten gecretaries’ offices, a Masonic - 
brary and directors’ rooms.

SHE REPROVES. 


CALLS HIM “HORRID THING” FOR 
KILLING PARAMOUR.

Protests Her Love for the Man 
Whese Life Has Been Taken. 
Double Tragedy on the Naco Road 
"Which Has the Appearance of Mur- 
der and Suicide.

BISB (Arts.) Sept. 27.—“You 
rrid thing! You knew I loved him,” 

was the way in which Mrs. John Parks 
reproached her husband for the murder 
of her paromour, Claude Howell, at 
Cananea yesterday. Howell had been 
in Cananea for a couple of weeks, com- 
ing from Maitiand, O., apparently well 
supplied with money. He registered at 
the Union, one of the camp's best bo- 
tels. as C. Langston. Last Monday he 
was joined by the woman, whom he in- 
troduced as his wife, who, he explained, 
had come from Bisbee. Yesterday the 
husband appeared on the scene, having 
tracked his wife from Ohio with appar- 
ent ease. He even knew the name un- 
der which she traveled. 

Howell ran for his life when con- 
fronted by the husband, at the door of 
the apartment occupied by the guilty 
couple, only to be chased down in the 
street and killed by a bullet through the 
head from an automatic pistol, pur- 
chased by Parks especially for his task 
of vengeance. The woman appeared on 
the scene from another direction just 
after the shooting, and was one of 
first to view Howell's body. Looki 


yourself up. she saw her husband, whom she 


thought fe in Ohio. 

She displayed littie emotion over the 
tragedy, and seems to feel little resent- 
ment against her husband. Both have 
been locked up, separately, and are be- 
ing held by the Mexican authorities for 
trial.

~anlight Deadly to Germs. 

Walle it has long been known that 
sunlight is deadiy to most disease 
germs with which science is acquaint- 
ed, no extended demonstrativuns until 
recently have been made. Some Eng- 
lish scientists found that from one 
to two hours of direct exposure to the 
sunlight. would entirely destroy the 

germ, the germs being inclosed in glass 
tubes. When, however, they were at- 
tached to strips of paper and 
to the sunlight without any intervening 
— only from two to ten minutes 
ere required for destroying them. In 
diffused light, such as tha 
north-lighted window, the 
quired ran into several days. Among 
the bacteria tested were thuse of tu- 
berculosis, diphtheria, typhoid and Asi- 
atic cholera. 
Analysis of the Spleen. 

To determine the amount 
and orus in the spleen an exact 
analysis of 8 hogs, spleens was re- 
cently made by Prof. 

Sharples, a leading chemist . 
which showed almost exaccy three- 
fourths of a grain of iron and one and 
one-half grains of phosphorus per 
ounce. 

Smatidst of Vertebrates. 

Hitherto the United States has had 
the distinction of both the 
remains of the largest land verte-| 
brates ever known to have existed, | 
the giant dinosaurs of the West, and 
the smallest living vertebrates of either 
land or sea, certain cyprinodent fishes 
of the Florida and South Carolina 

ts. 

But the United States Fish Commis- 
on has recently received from the 
Philippine Islands specimens of a new 
species of fish, belonging to the goby 
family, which are smaller than any 
other vertebrate animals yet wn. 
They vary from es than en up to 
fifteen millimeters in length. 

Their numbers are so enormous that 
they form an important artic'e of diet 
for some of the natives, Who catch 
them in closely woven nets. it is pur- 
posed to call this new fish mvstichtys, 
from two Greek words meani) small- 
est fish.—([Louisvilie Courier-Journal.

PENSIONS FOR MOTHERHOOD. 
Novel Proposition by a Chicago Pre- 

fessor to Promote Economic 
Conditions. 

A Chicago University professor, 
thoroughly loyal to the institution he 
serves, proposes a unique remedy for 
present-day social His, which, if put in 
operation, would materially swell the 
student roll in future years. He pro- 
poses State pensions for motherhood. 

Prof. Zueblin, whc broached 
the pension idea last winter, enlarged 
on the subject In a recent address in 
Chicago. Basing his reasoning on the 
hypothesia that the State and the 
cammon lot are most deeply concerned 
in the institution of marriage and fam- 
ny life, the speaker asserted that the 
State should so regulate it that divorce 
will become a thing of the past, the 
selfish consideration of romantic mar- 
riages for the support of women dis- 
carded, and race suicide eliminated.

HAD NO INTENTION OF BEING A

“Strange to say, I had no intention 
at that time of being a clergyman. 
My father had lost his property, I had 
quit going to school and was so busy 
and pleased with the work I was do- 
ing that I didn't think about myself 
at all. I continued sa read the best 
literature I could find, and, fortunate- 
ly, got a volume of David Swing 's ser- 
mons. The sublimity of his thoughts 
and the beauty of his descriptions en- 
tranced me. lievi I could under- 
stand him better if knew K. I 
gave up my missionary tour, returned 
to Iowa, and entered college.” 

“And you were poor?” 

“Almost as poor as Job's fabled tur- 
. I taught school two summers, 
nd at another me wrote 440 pages 
for a man in icago who was pub- 
lishing a blographiaal] dictionary. He 
paid me $1 a page. In my freshman 
year I was made college librarian and 
gave two hours a day to the work. 
In order to be of service to the stu- 
dents, I undertook the task of looking 
into every book in the library. I be- 
gan with Addison and slowly went 
do en the alphabet of writers to Len- 
adotus, the first librarian of Alexan- 
dia, although I am not sure he was 
an author. When I was half through 
my junior year I had familiarized my- 
self in a general way with each of the 
10,000 volumes on our shelves.” 

“Where did you preach before com- 
ine to Brooklyn?’ . 

First at Peoria, III., then at Evans- 
ton, and after that in Dr. Swing's old 
church in Chicago. I have spoken of 
‘Modern Painters,’ which L read in the 
West. I studied Ruskin more fully 
later, and wrote a lecture, which I have 
delivered over 600 times. I wouldn't 
Care to tell you how the lecture has 
helped me financially, how necessary 
the money earned in that manner has 
been in buying furniture and books 
and in educating my children. I took 
up Beecher in the same systematic way 
and read everything I could find in 
de- the West. Then I came East for first 
editions of his books, for his manu- 
scripts, «nd for the recollections and 
testimonies of his friends. When Bar-

With this actor, 
however, one never is certain, for I 
remember being assured by an Ameri- 
can friend that his Mr. Chamberlain“ 
song in “The Beauty of Bath,” which 
every one here supposed had been writ- 
ten by Hicks, actually came from 
America, like “Cheyenne” which was 
utilized in the same piece, and original- 
ly eulogized some popular idol at home. 

Perhaps he erred in being virtuous 
this time, for what The Gay Gordons” 
badly needs, at present, is a few of ex- 
actly the kind of songs that the Amer- 
ican authors upon whom Hicks general- 
ly battens have the trick of writing. 
Evidently Guy Jones, who has set the 
new piece to music, is not another Ivan 
Caryll or a Lionel Monckton, and un- 
ing melodies are ‘to seek” in his score. 
But apart from this defeat—which can 
easily be remedied when the piece 
crosses the Atlantie— The Gay Gor- 
dons” really is capital and will crowd 
Frohman's Aldwych Theater for a long 
time to come. 

True, it is the old bag of tricks which 
has been reopened at the Aldwych. 
But this time Hicks has made the time- 
worn materials serve him uncommonly 
woll and deserves full credit for deft 
work as author, producer and actor.

The conductor took a lamp and went 
back over the route of the car looking 
for the missing cock. He was gone 
about ten minutes. As he came back, 
he found that Swift was saturated 
with gasoline which he had been un- 
able to keep in the tank, and that s

It may be interesting to know that 
the Durocar engine is all made in this 
city except carburetor and the electric 
timer, those being standard articles 
purchased by nearly all the automo- 
bile factories from the exclusive mak- 
ers of carburetors and commutators. 

The Durocar makers have the 
wooden bodies built in the East as is 
the case with the other local automo- 
bile factory. In fact, very few of the 
American automobile factories make 
their own bodies, while in Europe the 
best-known automobiles are sold in 
chassis, te. withowt body, special 
bodies being fitted by the aristocratic 
body factories.

The latter is what geologists term an “outlyer’’-—a piece 
of stratified rock isolated from its connections, like the 
last house of a row partly demolished. In old coun- 
tries such pillars by the sea, called in Scotland “stacks” 
and elsewhere “skerries,” have each a distinctive name 
by which they are recorded in the charts. They are 
useful landmarks to fishermen and seafarers generally. 


But here not even the mountain peaks are named. 
All the California coast between the widely-separated 
beach towns is lonely; none more so than the strip be- 
tween Santa Monica and Hueneme. Fishing hamlets 
there are none. Between the long pier and the sign post 
inscribed “To Cheney’s Ranch,” where the Topanga road 
turns inland, there is but one habitation, the solitary 
dwelling of a “paisano,” a Mexican of the olden time. 


It is not quite clear how the road will make its way 
through the maze of ridges that are seen descending 
from the hilltops, but it heads straight for a piece of flat 
land bordered by willows. This is the lower end of the 
valley indeed, but do not expect to find running water in 
sight of these arid hillocks with their withered, rusty 


one above the other like courses of masonry in some 

huge fortification. The white scars cut across their 
face show where the cascades leap down in the rainy 
season. 

Looking back down the grade a curiously isolated rock 
is seen.to overhang the roadway. Rising forty feet high 
out of the brushwood and shaped like a rugged pyramid, 
it is more completely detached from its rocky connec- 
tions than the pillar by the seashore. At first sight you 
would take it for a monument that had been built on 
the spot. 

The pass at the head of the canon leads farther tnto 
the heart of these sequestered mountains to scenery 
equally romantic.

' day’s excursion. On a longer outing, the road might be 


followed till it joins the highway into Ventura county, 
or a return could be made by a long “circumbendibus” 
via the Cahuenga Pass to Hollywood. Nor would the 
country seen be altogether wild and infertile. There are 
ranches in these mountains—the great Malibu Ranch 
for one; and some people took up government land last 
year to experiment with. But the greater part of this 
mountain area is neither pasture nor arable. It is bar- 
ren and dry, covered with an almost impenetrable chap- 
arral of breast-high bushes, some like the lilac, bearing 
thorns. That is the main feature of the southern coast 
ranges.

It is a hundredfold more profitable for a 
school child to study the living plant for a year than 
botany for four years. 

Botany is a course which should be taken by all who 
have the opportunity, and its value and interest are 
greatly enhanced by the garden study of plants, but if 
one has the choice a year spent with the living plant is 
better far than four with the dead plant. Plant study 


should not be entered too abruptly—it is first necessary 
to interest the students to the point where they wish to 
learn more of vegetable life. Therefore one cannot be- 
gin at the fundamentals, but must show the class some- 
thing of unquestioned general interest. :

T has been said there are two classes of wealthy 
women in New York—the lavish spenders of money 
and the coldly calculating money accumulators. 
There is a third type, little known to the reading public, 
practically a stranger to the women of indolence and 
fashion and equally foreign to the world’s market in | 
Wall street—a woman who spends a million dollars ev- 
ery year, and sometimes three times that amount, in 
practical, unostentatious aid of human kind, whose ev- 
eryday life marks the betterment of some other life.

One is the use of 
the regular dwarf apple tree, the other by setting stand- 
ard trees and keeping them low-headed by pruning. It 
is well known that an apple tree may be kept low down 
by branching close to the ground at the start and head- 
ing in the tall branches every few years. The process 
might shorten the life of the tree, but it would save 
many dollars in harvesting and spraying. For similar 
reasons it is no longer desirable to set fruit in locations 
hard to get at, such as steep hillsides, very rocky land 
or along fence rows or walls. Mr. Powell finds the cost

RECENT dispatch from Urbana, where is located

Grad- 
ually, these new preservatioves were attacked, until they 
are now classed by authorities equally as injurious, if 
not more so, than salicylic acid. 

In an article on “The Preparation of Fruits and Vege- 
tables, With and Without Artificial Preservatives,” by 
Sebastian Mueller, one of the world’s leading chemists, 
and a member of the H. J. Heinz Company of Pitts- 


lished in What-to-Eat.“ for August, he says: 
“During an eight months’ trip, in 1906, through some 
of the European countries, I had an opportunity to study 
the food laws in different countries, and especially those 
of Germany, France and England. I studied the food 
laws from the standpoint of the manufacturer, the stand- 
point of the consumer, and from the standpoint of the 
officials whose duty it is to enforce the law. I practi- 


erated in foods. This does not mean to imply that 
those countries unscrupulous manufacturers do not 
to use preservatives and adulterants. There are laws 
against murder and theft as well as other crimes, 

yet they are violated every day—and so are 
laws Violated in every country. The seriousness of 
use of preservatives in food products was forcibly 
pressed upon me at the health department of one promi- 
nent European government. I was invited by the offi- 
clals in charge of the food department, in a district with 
a population of several millions, to visit their head- 
quarters and chemical laboratories, and after a lengthy 
talk about adulteration and preservatives one official in- 
vited me into his office, where I saw shed upon shelf 
of articles of food which apparently had come under the 
ban of the food law. This official requested me to name 
any kind of food that I know to be commercially manu- 
factured and which I thought was free of adulteration 
or preservatives. Jokingly I remarked that ‘perhaps 
they were now using artificial preservatives in potatoes.’ 
‘That is just what they are doing,’ replied the official, 
and he took down from a shelf two jars of potato chips 
which were bleached and preserved with sulphurous 
acid. Next he took down rolled oats which were 
bleached with sulphurous acid to give them a whiter 
color. Then he pointed out to me rows and rows of all 
kinds of food products which were more or less adulter- 
ated and artificially preserved. I was so impressed with 
this demonstration of the conditions existing abroad, 
and knowing that the conditions in our country were not 
any better, I was convinced then and there that if arti-
